L.. Tre airfield was souta of Cherepovets (59°03'u/37951,'%), Volorda Chlast, and aout 
25X1 300 meters south of the Sheksna River.. Two hangars were scen. There wan very 
heavy student flying with biplanes. 


2, The field, about 2 kn square, wan about 9 kr ncrth-northeast of Cherepovets, abo... 
200 meters east of the road to Khirilov (899211 /38% 3th). It bordered on woods to 
the north and cast. ‘Some hanvare anc three-story buildings were on the northern 
edge of the fielc. There was intensive day and nicht flyin. About 30 firhters, 
mostiy single engine, were seen in front of the veneers. 


3,. The fteld, abont 250 ns wouth of “ne Sheksna River, west of the roac to 
VoLlorda (59920011 /39 'n), had three darge kangars end two buildings, It was occu= 
pied by 250 to 300 ae ant pilots and by civilians. The field was occupied by 
some biplancs and Douglas planes with which practice flights were conducted caily.

planes a flying field and seaplane “ase war southwest of Cherepovets and north 
of the Rybinsk reservoir, Two aircral’t tyocs wore seen. . The sceplanes hac twe 
ingline enzines, extending beyond the trailing edge of wings, two wingtip 
floats uncer straight wines, anc a double rudder assembly. ‘They were slightly 
smaller tut faster than a Ju-52. The second type was a twin-encine plane, called 
Douglas by Ps who were former air force soldiers. 
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
